She has, 
if one is fair, something of a genius for govern- 
ment. 


Perhaps the secrel of English sueccss is 


"giving in". 
British policy may put down a sub- 


iec-t people with a stern hand in a case, in which 
the trouble, is purely domestic- in the dominion 
affected by insurrection. But British statesman- 
ship is loo astute long to challenge world opin- 
ion adverse lo its position relative, to a colony. 
Perhaps the loss of the thirteen American colon- 
ies was n lesson. Canada is held largely by bonds 
of sympathy and mutual advantage, and has 
been. Doubtless British statesmen learned some- 
thing from this, loo. They may' have learned 


I ha I home rule created content without cost to 
British business or British defense. Canada bared 
her breast in the World war, and to all intents 
and purposes Canada was free. The Irish Free 
Slate is a similar concession, yielded lo jvorld 
opinion. It might have come long ago could Ihc 
Irish factions have agreed. Disinterested observ- 
ers have long marveled at the extent to which 
England had been able to set up native govern- 
ment in India, despite the chasm between the. 
Eastern and the Western mind. Egypt is now 
given a large access of self government, and all 
signs point to greater liberalism in India. In- 
deed, events support gossip to the effect that Brit- 
ish policy now looks to sweeping changes which 
will put the British empire upon the basis of a 
confederacy bounrl together by common inter- 
ests, and which British statesmanship hopes 
eventually will be cemented by sentimental tics. 
British South Africa, which since the Boer war 
has developed such a sentiment, is an example. 
Perhaps British statesmanship is equal lo the 
task.

We Americans, remembering our traditions 


and always conscious of Ihc Revolution, pos- 
sessed of instinctive sympathy "for the "under 
dog", arc inclined to jump figuratively at Eng- 
land's throat whenever a British dominion is 
visited by a riot in any sense approaching our 
Trinidad and Mingo mine wars. 
We take no 


pains to give England credit for the extension of 
Caucasian civilization, which really means much- 
to us. For instance, if in a war of races a new 
invasion should sweep from the cast, we would 
like well to know that India and Egypt were not 
lined up against us with the Celestials and their 
kin and neighbors. Yet if they are not, it will 
Lo because of British colonial policy.

Eifty conservative lenders in England arc.. 


considering a raid upon Lloyd George's adminis- 
tration, 'lliey were against free Ireland.' Th"e,y 
arc ngainsl free Egypt. They will not /think of 
greater freedom for India. The chances ai'e.that 
they will fail, and the reason is that as a people 
the English understand government. They prefer 
a looser dominion to Hie loss of empire. They 
resent world criticism adverse lo them, but tihcy 
are willing lo maneuver to avoid being crashed 
l\v it. Even if Ihc premier's conservative op: 


position wins, it probably will be compelled by 
Hie logic of the. situation substantiallyto,carry 
out the Lloyd George, program.

The Water Route 


R 


IVER and canal sailors ID another generation 


may be as common in our country as rail- 


road men. The transportation problem is pel- 
ting tangled into such a snarled knot that chances 
arc the United States will have to follow older 
countries and de.vdop a great connected system 
of inland waterways. Tbc ship, as a competitor 
of the box car. might work wonders at making 
the railroads furnish good servicr. cheaply. 
y 


There is talk now, for instance, of a Grcat- 


Lakcs-to-Occan waterway to enable, ocean ships 
to travel as far inland as Chicago and Dululh via 
the St. Lawrence river. Scores of similar pro- 
jects will doubtless be proposed within Ihc next 
twcuty years. 
Many of them will be built. 


Our country has 28,000 miles of potentially 


navigable rivers. OnJy 2000 miles of these havcj 
been sufficiently improved to make them depend- 
able for navigation. Time was, when river traf-l 
iic had the field to itself. As in other countries. 
our civilization in spreading inward from the 
coasts followed the rivers. Then came the mil- 
roads. Following the Civil war, a period of great 
railroad expansion threw many bustling river 
towns into eclipse. 


The rivers are coming lo life again. Uncle 


Sam at present is improving 192 harbors. 29-1 
rivers and eighty-three canals and other water- 
ways. Government expenditures on these pro- 
jects in the fiscal year 1921 totaled more than j in- 
$57,000,000. 


The water-borne commerce of United Slates' 


totaled ob'9,269,026 tons in 1920, the latest year 
for which, complete figures have been gathered. 
Of this, 111,139,686 tons were handled on the 
Great Lakes and -13,187,893 tons on rivers and 
canals. Roughly, thirty-one tons of freight were 
handled on Great Lakes, rivers rind canals for 
each seventy-four tons of exports and imports 
by ocean routes. 


It is an enormous foundation on which to 


build a mighty freight traffic, on inland walcr- 
wavs.
